It does seem, as wo make record of this
death, that the news conveyed to us by

pleasant dream,. This noble lfe wes
among us like a rare and costly flower,
With not much noiss or ado, her loveli-
ness of charaoter, and sweet influence
were walled like the beauty and fragrance
of the lily to all whbo chaneed to know her.
And as sbe Is oneof Forest county’s own
daugbters, and has long been identified
with its many beneficoncles, her going
from us, whon she s so much needed, is
lamented thronghout the connty, There
Is searcely a housshold, in which she was
known, where there is not the most pro-
found sorrow, for she wus not only wide-
¥ known, but loved by all who knew
ber. The eldest granddaughter of Hon,
Cyrus Blood, & most seholarly gentleman
and the honored founder of Forest coun-
ty, she was admitied upon the stage of
ackion in time to shisre sowe of the priva-
tions of the pioneer.  Educational advant-
ages were limited to the meager opportu-
nities of & newly settled country, but her
brave mother,a lndy of energy and culture
tirooted hor education till she was 14
years of age when she was sant te a young
Indies’ seminary in Brookville, conduot-
ed by Miss Stowart, She afterwards at-
tended Miss Keppley's school,n seminary
for young ladies in Strattonville, Pa., and
Inter the Moravian Seminary at Bothle-
hem, Pa, griaduating from this Institution
in 1865, A mong her class-mutes was the
youug lady who alterwards becane the
wifo of the celebrated lecturer, Jolin G,
Woaley.  The separation of mother and
duugliter during theschool-11fe ut Bothle-
hem, in those days of the stage-coach, was
mo-t herole, but it only brought out in
both the brilliauey of thelrsterling worth,
The inborn refinement, which Miss ITunt
possessed in marked degroe, was cultivat-
